and current topics. It has shod 
sunshine upon the despondent and 
sorrowful, and when the humble 
family circles around the rustic 
tin-sid*- at the close of the week's 
lalsir it is there, and always a wel¬ 
come guest. 

The editor is a writer of enviable 
ability and a limitless resource of 
knowledge. His intellect acts as a 
magnet for choice words and ex¬ 
pression with the same grnvitution 
that an oil bottle has on dust. Ho 
can, by a p-culinr arrangement of 
words and in the same expression, 
pronounce a benediction or a curse 
—the former on the loyal support¬ 
ers of his puper and principles, the 
latter on the malefactors and ma¬ 
ligners of his honor ; and the vic¬ 
tims of his ruthless pen are uncon¬ 
sciously captivated and secured, 
and made to drink the dregs of 
hitter calumny or lavish in tho 
; emptiness of flattery. His literary 
resource iaalways inviting; he can 
smite the fount of knowledge nnd 
a hundred streams of wisdom burst 
forth; lie can meditate on the ex¬ 
tent of space or tin- dark and dis¬ 
mal mysteries of th*- future, and a 
knowledge of each, as if by inspira¬ 
tion, is unfolded to him: he can 
make bright tho path that is ch*-**r- 
less and fathom problems that are 
dark ami deep ami dismal. The 
unendingstrenm of wisdom (lowing 
from his ttueut pen—one t<* rectify 
the failures of the past, the otlr-r 
a preventative of future downfall 
—moving w ith steady impulse, w ill 
always perform with each tho high¬ 
est purpose. 

Of course money is a very desir¬ 
able luxury in journalism, and 
when tin* news sheet is from any 
reason forced to su»|>cnd publica¬ 
tion there is a very unpleasant ef¬ 
fect produced ou the tiuancial fea¬ 
ture. When the editor is idle mon¬ 
ey is not so much idolized, but 
when lie resume* business and ex¬ 
cites the popular “publisher’s hum" 
there is no knowing to what extent 
the eagle-bearer [dollar] is deified. 

At least, we hope that the boun¬ 
teous benediction of true and man¬ 
ly support may encourage the ed¬ 
itor to noble aspiration, and muy 
his own declining years be a mark 
• of midday to the prosperity and 
promise of his ever noble paper.
